The computer image file promotes and encourages the crime of incest. The publication is 
an explicit image of a man and woman engaging in sexual activity. Text that is printed on 
the image, and the publication's other known title, refer to incest. The difference between 
the ages of the participants, and the way that the image is framed, strongly support a 
reading of the image as a recording of incest. The publication is clearly intended to 
sexually arouse and therefore has the effect of presenting incest as an acceptable activity. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression, but this is 
an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention that publications that strongly 
promote and encourage criminal acts are made objectionable. The classification is also a 
reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression that reflects the concern of "a free and 
democratic society" to limit the availability of publications that promote and encourage 
crime. 
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
